The eloquent aot of reaolutions drt.wn up 
by Colonel Clayton McMichaol, proprietor 
of tho Pniladelphla North American, on tho 
completion of her maiden trip acrose the 
Atlantio of tho now American liner St, 
Louis, and which tho obliging Britiab am- 
bassador at Washington, Sir Julian Paunco- 
fote, unsuspectingly signed, hue landed that 
diplomatist in fresli trouble. The Cunard 
and White Star line people are furious at 
tho wording of the resolutions, which de- 
olared that the St. Louis had under Ameri 
can auapices inaugurated a new era in tbe 
hixtory of ocean trs/fio, and bronght their 
icllucnce to bear upon certain meiabera of 
parliament, with the result that the matter 
was brought before the House cf Commona 
ua cabled to the Associated Press. But the 
explauation furnished by the parliamentary 
secretary for foreign aifsiirs, Sir Edward 
Gray, that tho British anibaeaador did 
not eign tho roaoiutiona in hia ollioial capa- 
city, was not Btttiofactorj to tho I'^cglitli ship- 
ofvnora. They aaid that Sir Julian ahould 
have romomborod that an ambaaaador haa no 
private capacity, and tho stutomont will bo 
uaod to advertiao tho American line to tho 
detriment of tho Britibh lines, which they 
claim have invariably proved their auporior- 
ity. The commenta in tho English nowa- 
papora on tho subject aro alto- 
gotUor of a nature oaloulatod to 
render Sir Julian Paunoefote unhappy. 
For inatanco, ono newapaper remarks : 
" Kogllsh diplomate are ae clay in tho hand^i 
of tho sharp Yankee." The paper referred 
to then reoalla tho Saokvilie-Weat inoldcnt, 
and adds, "Sir Julian Paunoefote ia now 
cleverly oaughb in thoroughly American 
fashion." fn an interview with Col. Cloyton 
MoMlchael, tho latter aaid; "I certainly 
made tho roaoiutiona as strongly American 
aa 1 could. Probably Sir Julian Paunoefote 
did not read them oarefally. Ho was aaked 
to aign them as a distinguished paaaenger 
and being an agreeable gentleman he oculd 
nob well refuse. The reiolntlons were cir- 
culated at dinner, time and no one showed 
any objection to signing them." Sir Julian 
Paunoefote being asked by a representative 
of tbe Associated Press if he wished to make 
a statement on the subject, said he had 
nothing further to add to the explanation 
furniahod by Sir Edward Grey in tho House 
of Commona, 

THE INTEI'.NAMO.VAL RAILWAY CONGRESS 
holds itssBBBloD on Wodneaday next, in tho 
Imperial Institute, and will bo opened by 
tho Prince of Wales. The Ainorican dele- 
gates, who arrived on Wednesday last, te- 



coived moat cordial greetinge from their 
English brethren. A euite of handsome 
rooms haa been reserved for their use at the 
Victoria hotel, and numerous arrangements 
have beet) made for their entertainment. 
Most of the American delegates were at 
Ascob on Thursday. Tho Queen will re- 
ceive the members of the Railway Congreea 
ab Windsor on July 6. Her Majesty, Bow- 
ever, expressed the desire that only leading 
members be introduced to her, but all others 
with their families will be free to roam 
about bbo castle and its grounde. All the 
American delegates will attend the banquet 
on July 4. The International Railway 
Congress Is tbe first) held ia tbla oountiy and 
promises to be a great Buooeis. The 
home railway oompaniea are ofirering 
every facility to the foreign dele- 
gates to see the railway works 
in Ureat Britain, and out of over 20,000 
miles of railway open in tho United King- 
dom, 10,000 will be directly repreaentcd in 
the congress. No lesa than 275 railway un- 
dertakings will be represented with a mile- 
age of something like 125,000 miles, and the 
dolegatea will include representatives from 
6fty different countries. A subject of in- 
tense interoab will be reported upon, viz , 
light railways and their contribatlvo traffic, 
and what relaxations can bo made by the 
Rovornmenb in ita r<qulromenta for con- 
alruotion and working without risUing the 
public safety. At preaont it is stated that 
tho reatrictions of the board of trade are so 
great that light railways are practically 

HNDEB A PROHIBITIVE LAW. 

In the first section Mr. Hunt, chief engineer 
of tho Lanohaabire and Yorkshire railway, 
will open the question of strengthening 
permanent ways to allow an increase of the 
speed of trains.

The Speaker (Liberal) to-day describes the 
action of the Irish members aa a " display 
of childish bltterneaa," and saya the erec- 
tion of a statue to Cromwell haa no relation 
to cho Iiiah policy. 

In many other waya, It ia claimed, tho 
Irish members helped to bring .about the 
ceining general election which they are ao 
unprepared for and which will auroly result 
in a return of tho Unionlsta to power, and 
end tho poaaiblltty of passing a homo rule 
moaaure for a long timo to como. 

TliB Wostminator Gazotto saya it ia ex- 
pected tho oablnot will dooido to reeumo. 

Tho St. James Quzatte remarka : " Tho 
fate of tho miniatry ia bound up with tho 
deoision of Mr. Cumpbell Bannerman, seo- 
retary of state for war, and atrenuoua ef. 
forts are being brought to induce him to re- 
consider hia docialon.' 

The Chronicle (Radical) in it editorial aaya 
that the feat of tho government was the 
outcome of a petty and ignominious strategy 
and argues that tho governmenb would 
no', be juetifiud to resign on such 
a trick, bub since the opposition 
is determined to make the carry- 
ing on of tho government impossible, it 
would bo better to resign. 

The Gonaervativo commenta generally are 
aimilar to those of the Times, which ox- 
preases a peraonal sympathy for Mr. Camp- 
bell-Bannerman.

THE KAISER'S SPEECH. 

Wllbelm't Deliverance at the Banquet on the 
Occasion of the Opening of 
the Canal. 

HoLTFNAn, June 22. — Tho great banquet 
which has practically wound up the cere, 
monies of opening the Baltic-North tea 
canal took place last night in the much dis. 
ouaaed atrnctnre representing the old Ger- 
man warship Niobe. Ono thouaand gneats 
participated, including the diplomatio rep- 
reaentativea of various natlona. The ban- 
quet hall waa a fao aimile of a huge vcasel 
of ancient conatructioD, auch aa waa In 
vogue in the eaventeenbh century. The 
who!o atruoture waa 413 feet long and 132 
feet wide. The bacqust hall measured 334 
by 67 feet. The French admiral, Menard, 
eat on tho Emperor's right, and the Russian 
admiral, Skrydloii, aat on hia left. At the 
oonoluaion of the banquet the Emperor said] 
' Ibis with delight and pride that I look 
around this brlUianb festal gathering and 
in the name of my high allies bid you all 
hearty welcome. We express ourlieaitfelt 
thanks for the good feeling shown toward 
us on the completion of the work, which waa 
planned In peace and In peace achieved, and 
to-day opened to general tra£Ba. Ib waa not 
in our day that the idea e| the nnlting of 
the North sea to the Baltic by a oanal waa 
first mooted. Far back in the Middle Agea 
we find propositions and plana to Carry ont 
this undertaking, and in the last century 
the Eider canal waa bailt, faring glofiona 
teatlmony to the produotire power of that 
age. 

" We have nob, however, labored for our 
home In this alone. In conformity with 
tbe great civillzsktion of the German peo- 
ple, we open to tho peaceful interconrae 
of the nations, one with another, the locks 
of this oanal, and ib will be a eourco o* 
joyful aatief action to ua if its constant 
utilization shall bear witness that the in* 
tentiona by which we have been guided have 
not alone been understood but have alaa 
proved fruitful in advancing the welfare of' 
the people. 

" The participation in our fetea of the- 
powers whose representatives wo see 
amongst us, and whose splendid ahips we to- 
day admired, I acknowledge the more 
readily, as I believe I am right in perceiving 
therein tho complete vindication of the effort 
whiob we httvo alwaya directed toward the 
maintenance of peace.

To THE EniToii :— I road with conaider- 
ablo inloreat Mr. Mt>rohant'a oxplauatiou of 
bho school trustee oauouaing in tho Tinioa of 
the I8th Instant ; it ia rofroahlng to aeo tho 
bold front ho puts on to one of tho moat pro- 
Bumptuous and underhanded trausaotiona 
that could bo porpotracod by public aor- 
vanta. 

Poor Victoria West ! iaolatod from other 
parte of the oity and hitherto alike neglect- 
ed by the rounloip*' authoritioa and tho 
aohool board, aeema to bo thj bono of con- 
tention thia time. lo hor aeonia to l)o attri- 
buted thia general atir about in aobool mat- 
tera, and the proposed change all round of 
the teuohlng staff of tho oity, and In order 
■ that there may be no cause for jealousy 
amoneat bha teachers, Mr. Marohant and hia 
fellow oonaptratora in their wiadom have de- 
creed that there ahall be a general poab, ir 
respective of good or evil that may aoorue, 
or of tho wiahoa of tho eleotora. 

Mr. Marohant tella us that aa a board "f 
truatoea they have dealt unjustly to fvirdi 
tho Victoria West sohool by " removing ox 
oellonb toaohora and replacing them by thoao 
havlnp littlo or no exporionoa " ; he niiglit 
»o a step farther aud say that he and hia 
toilowora havo made tho Victoria Wuat 
aohool, in some inatancoe, a dumping ground 
for teachera of indillorout record from the 
rural distrlots ; he pretends that simoeaeful 
and oxperionoed teoohoru havo been made of 
them and h anxious to promote hia pete to 
soenoa of labor whoro " tho work ta oaa or 
and tho remuneration ci|ual. Ho alao 
wonta to make ua boliove that for tho bono- 
at of this sohool tho principal, a man who 
baa taught in tho boat schools of ihia oity 
for the last quarter of a century, ia to bo 
diarabed to a aubordinatopoaition ii. another 
BOhool that he may be hotter able to " hnd 
a auitable sphere for his ability. 

Mr. Marohant, that is a tremecdouo pill 
you are trying to make the unaophlaticatod 
Weab Viotorlana aWftUow, and aa a remedy 
to thoaa ovlta it ia propoaed to replace this 
mas by a ooroparatlvely unknown and on- 



triad teaoher, who Mr. MarohaDl statefl 
did " good work in this euhool"; without 
intending to oast any reflectloc iJH tho now 
propoaod principal, I may atato that ho is 
repovted to hava had two or three montho 
experience in the junior claaa In this school. 
As an eiouBB for all this turmoil, Mr. Mar- 
chant tells ua that it ia of "Imperative nO' 
OBBsiby unleaa wo are to treat with the inso- 
lence of oUico Iho Htrongly oxpreeaod opinion 
of tho pareuio of Vlcto'-i.* West." 

Now, air, did it ever strike our worthy 
trustee that there is nioro than ono riJo to 
thia nueation, and that there are many 
parents in Victoria West who ore strongly 
opposed to tho propoaed general turning 
out in queation, and who are entitled to 
some consideration at tho hands of the true- 
leea. I have personal acquaintance with a 
large number of Viotoria West parents, hnd 
have taken great interesti in this aohool 
since its establishment, and feel quite an in- 
terest to know what are tho grave and seri- 
ous charges whloh oondemn Mr. Nicholaon 
uuheard to tho degradation of being diarat- 
ed. Theso ob<irges should be inquired into, 
and if proved and found unworthy to occupy 
hia present position ho la unworthy to oo- 
i.upy any position in tho leaohiog staff of 
this oity at all. 

I am not familiar with the school act, but 
I beliovo its framera in the oauao of equity 
and juatioa Intended to provide for tho ttiual 
protiotion of teachera and truatoea. In that 
caae tho trusteea ahould ahow oauee why the 
principal should be disrated to a aubordln 
ate poaltlon, and not be guided by the goa- 
aip of a few dlaaablafled parenta with some 
of the trnateea. The matter ahould bo 
threshed out in a atraight forward, plain and 
above-board manner. Aa previously abated, 
I havo taken a great Intereat In this aohool 
ainco ita sstabliahment. I have had also oc- 
oaaion to watch tho actiona of Trnatoo Mar- 
cli int and hia followers, and cannot help 
Baying that I have been impreaaod lhab they 
havo endeavored to raiao a secular feeling 
in the sohool matters of thia oity, and this 
may be iuBtancod by renting tho Baptist 
aohool room for public aohoul purposia at a 
yearly rental of, I believe, $120 per annum, 
which of oourae ;b a greai. help to thia par- 
ticular denoniin*tion for which I am nure 
they muBt bo very grateful to Mr. Mar- 
ohant. I think in those daya when aooulai- 
quoationa aro frequently diecuBaod aorimo- 
nloualy, it would have been policy to hire 
ono of tho adjacent bouses which were 
vacant, rather than render themselves open 
to thia suspicion.

A Quartette of Prisoners by the "City 
of Topeka "—Idaho F6r«er Sus- 
pect Apprehended. 



Many Ocean Liners at the New Vic- 
toria Docks— The " Sebome " Li- 
beUed for a Duck BUI. 



Two of tho Alaska steamships, the Queen 
and the City of Topeka, got in yesterday 
from the North, tho former, contrary to ex 
pectationa, arriving first. She waa return- 
ing from her firat excursion trip of the aoa 
aon, and enoountering good weather made 
the round trip in leta than nine daya. Near- 
ly one half of her oxcursioBista disembarked 
here, ona Raymond and Wbitoomb party of 
62 membora landing to go l£aab. All were 
mnoh delighted with their voyage North, 
tho groat Ice fiolda being to moat of them 
aomsthing now. I'bo Queen arrived at 11 
o'olnok and proceeded to tho Sound two 
hours later, having paaaod tho Ulty of 
Topeka on tho way down off Queen Char 
lotto ialcndB. Tho latter had boon delayed 
in the North several days by having more 
than the usual number of calla to moke. 
She brought a full general cargo, nearly 
oil consigned to Sound oitios, a ahipment of 
different kinds of furs being the only 
freight landed here. Mr. Boaoowitz, who 
made tho round trip on tho steamer, and 
who brought tho furs down, was ono of tho 
few pasaengors landed hero. Among those 
aboard were four prisoners, John Simmena, 
Adolph Meyera, Gardner and Monabaar, 
who with one exception were being taken 
to San Quentin. Simmena ia under sentence 
of six years' imprisonment for shooting 
Howard, a popular newapaper man of 
Alaska. The ctroamatanoea of the affair 
have already appeared in .print, but 
it ia said, since the trial of the oaae Sim- 
mona haa won much of the sympathy of the 
Alaskan oitizena. ^Q'^'*^""' ^ halng takes 
b?ck to Idaho by tho dlatrlot attorney on a 
re(|oi8ition charging him with forgery. 3t 
aeema that Gardner had been rcoogniz;od 
in Sitka, where he waa becoming quite pop 
ular. Ho had not changed hie name nor 
made any attempt to diaguiee hia poraonal 
appearance. Soon after being recognized be 
itf; for Juneau, whoro shortly aftorwarda he 
waa arrested. Tho amount of Ida forgersea 
ia Btiid to bo in tho neighborhood of 
S80I) Adolph Meyera waa deputy marahal 
of Alabka and while in that poailion mlaap- 
propriatod public iiioneye, for which olTonoe 
ho waa HButonuod to two yeara' ImprlfMjn- 
mint. Monataur'a term of incarceration ia 
much ahorter than that of cither of tho other 
two, and waa for whiaky amuggling. The 
throe priaonera werO tranaferred to the 
ateanior Walla Walla for paaaage direct to 
San Franoiaco, an act which it is claimed ia 
not juatlQed by law. There haa been oon- 
alderabie rain in Alasko of lato. but when 
the Topeka left the weather was mild and 
pleasant. No newa from the Northern min- 
ing camps ia reported by thoao who came 
down on the ataamers.

Ottawa, Juus 15.— Very little proRieea 
baa been aiftde in tiie house this week, and 
althoQgh everybody is talkiDg prorogation 
by the liib or I5tih of Jaly, ftt the pment 
rat« of progreao there is little proapeok of 
the members being able to leave for their 
homes abont that time. Then the Manitoba 
Bohooi question has once more come within 
the range of Federal politics nnd no ono can 
tell what the outcome will be. Amongst 
the CoDBorvati^e members from Quebee the 
feoling is one of exultation at the result. Ic 
was the ono thing wanted to give them the 
winning card for the coming elections. 
With a rnmedial law pnesod by parliampnt 
and ftt the Inatigaticn of a Cos8«rvative 
govornmont, iboy would poaacBa the 
trunip curd in tho elcotiona. There is, 
however, another aide to the hhield. 
Tho Cniiocvattva menibera from (Ontario 
will have a fl'iy in the matter, and it will be 
their pol.oy lo urge delay. UDquostionably 
there ia mt a member in the hnuee from 
Ontario, whether Grit or Tory, but would 
prefur aeting thia trouhleaomo queation de- 
ferred uotil after the general oleotions. In 
about, lialf tho oonatituenciea of Ontario the 
c|ueaiioB of rumodial legialalion could not hi 
ttdvoeiitcd by oaodklilos on either aide o 
politics In othur electoral dlviaiona, how 
ever, the Roman Catholio vote will play an 
important part and there will be some great 
trimming by the politicians, whether Grit 
or Toryi to oat oh the electoral vote. Tho 
impression ia strong that the matter will bo 
staved over until attor the general elections 
by the appointment of a commlaaion 
judi^ea to thoroughly invoatigate tho work 
inga of the Manitoba aohool system. 

The 'British Columbia members were 
greatly amneed to read an article in the 
Toronto Globe the other day oharaoterizlng 
thent as " Six Ministerial Rebels." The 
artlole states that the government have 
made things so unpleasant for tho B, C 
metnijers that they are oonsidering whether 
thejr sbonld net set themselves right with 
the People by rising in their places in the 
house and voting against the government.

evidently not realiz-ng that important con 
oessioDg have reoently been made which i

The action of the Minister of Justice in 
placing upon the order paper the two clauses 
of Mr. Charlton's Sabbath Deaccratlon Bill, 
prohibiting the laaue or aale of Sunday news 
papers, la adversely commented upon. Sir 
Charles H.^Tupper does not,hQwever, pledge 
bimself to support the olanses. The con- 
tention which he and other lawyers in the 
bcaae anbmit is, that if parliament is to leg 
islate at all against Sunday newspapers, it 
mnst be by aniendment to the criminal code, 
and ib is therefore &a an amendment to the 
criminal code that it is thought to add 
the two clauses In question. The 
British Columbia members have united in 
opposition to the two olausts, and will make 
a vigorous lobby against the amendment. 
The great element of weakness In the pro- 
posal ia the faot that while it is sought to 
prohibit the issue and sale of Canadian 
newspapera on Sunday, that no steps are to 
bo taken to prevent the importation of and 
aale of American nowapapore, thouaands of 
copioa of which, chiefly of the Detroit and 
Buffale papera, aro aold in Ontario every 
Sunday, and preaumably tho aamo obsorva 
tion will apply to the sale of Seattle and 
Taooftia papers in Victoria on tho Sabbath.

that the Auditor-General regreta that he en- 
trusted a petition to tho Hon. David Mllla 
for preaontation to parliament and thereby 
rendering himself and hia department open 
to oritieiBm. The learned phlloaopher had 
boon diligently poring for aomo daya over 
the pages of many volumoo in the library, 
and ho furnishod tho bouao with an interest- 
ing rtiEquiaition upon the functlona of the 
audili otfioo.

Not only did ho 
show that tho Auditor Guneral had not 
been tron'od any dillorontly lo the other 
deputy miulotora, but on tlie contrary 
the atair iu hia doparcmoiic had 
actually fared better than in many other de- 
partnionta. Some of the oiJijera of the 
audit department had had their salaries 
jumped $150 or $200 at a time, and from 
the facts adduced it would seem as if, taken 
on the whole, the olerks in the audit ofiico 
were better off than their brother ofiScials 
in the other departments. What then was 
the Cause of Mr. MoDougall's complaint ? 
Your readers may probably romembor that 
Mr. MoDougall formerly repreaented ono of 
the Ronfrowa in the Houae of Commons. Ho 
WUH appointed to hie present poaition in the 
dying days of tho Mackenzie ministry, and 
he hue hold hia office without interruption 
from that day to thia.

it was not done for the purpose of closing 
hie mouth. Since he got the Increase the 
Auditor-General baa been much more severe 
upon the ministry than waa tho case before. 
Aa previously stated tho petition at present 
before parliament cannot bo aubatantlated 
by facta, and there ia but one reaaon aasign- 
able for the Auditor Gonoral caualug It to 
bo preaonted to the houso, which ia that he 
would like to sec hia old friends back in 
power once more. The petition, according 
to current belief, was evidently designed to 
convey the idea to tho country, on the uvo 
of a general I lection, that tho govcrnmeDt 
were endeavoring to hide something and 
hamper tho work of tho audit 
ofiico. If thia bo tho correct 
view, which many insist ia tho case, then 
the Auditor General and hia Liberal frieuda 
have totally failed in their little plot, and 
inatead a lot of light hae been let in upon 
the doinga of the Auditor-General and hia 
department. 

There waa an intereatinp diaouaaion in the 
House on VVedneadayon Major McLennan'e 
bill lo prevent tho letting of public con- 
tracts to aliena. The bill has been intro- 
duced beoauae withi'j the past year or two 
Americana have come to this country and 
secured contracts fo'. important government 
works, while on tbd other hand no Cft^'.-isr 
ia allowed to tako a public contract in the 
United States. It it true that the United 
States government has not specially legia 
lated upon tho matter, bub conditiuna arc 
embodied in the statutes, apeuiQcitiona ar d 
forms of contract which render i*) impoeaible 
for a Canadian to carry them out. In re 
gard to awarding Canadian contracta to 
Americana, a notable oaae in point is that of 
Andrew Onderdonk, who recently aecured 
an important seotion upon the Tront canal 
In the coarse of 'diBousalon Mr. Haggart cx 
preased the opinion that the aoopoof tho bill 
went too far, as not only would it ehut nut 
Americans, but Germans, French, Bulgiana 
and other Goropoana. He thought it poaai- 
ble to attain the object which Mr. Mc 
Lennan aought, by leea etrirgent regulations 
than those Imposed in the meaaure ('Ol. 
Prior gave a hearty support to tho bill He 
believed this matter had been brougli'^ for 
ward not at all too aoon. Tho contrautcra, 
laborera and mechanica of tho Doninion 
owed Mr. McLennan a debt of gratitude for 
introducing it. He (the Colonel) aaid that 
many cases had come under hia observation 
in which Canadian mechanica have been un- 
fairly dealt with by the United States alien 
law. As Canadians were not allowed to 
work on public works in tho United Statea, 
so Americans should not bo allowed to work 
on similar works in Canada. He was glad 
to know that Mr. Taylor was going to bring 
In a bill In regard to alien labor, and could 
promise him hia cordial support aa be did to 
tho bill of Mr. McLennan, which was a stop 
in ths right direction. 



TIRED OF AiSUTICS. 

The Labor Commission of the Hawaiian 
IsIamlB Favors Occidental Rather Than 
Oriental Kelatlons. 

Washinoton Citx, June 22 Consul 

General Mills, at Honolulu, baa sent to the 
state department a report of the labor com- 
mission on tile ooifee indnatry in Hawaii. 
The oommission eays that there ia now labor 
enough to supply tho coffee plantations, hnt 
that the supply may fail at any time, and 
the coffee industry bo seriously crippled. 

" It has been apparent," ssys the com 
mlBBlon, " that our moral and pcitical In 
stitutiona are altogether too dependent upon 
tho aingle induatry of aagar. In oCh 
countries Eoverned by able and enlightened 
men, porsiatont and far-reaching efforta have 
been made to induce deairable immigration 
d create diveraified Induatriea. Here, 
however, there haa been ataunation and in- 
difference of public opinion on thoae aub- 
jeots, owing Urgely to the dominant power 
of the native monarchy, which was hostile 
to progreea." 

An upbuilding of the coffee growing in- 
dustry ia urged, though the land tenures, the 
oommlBricQ says, aro not aatiafaotory. 

The time has arrived when it must be de- 
termined whether the civilization of HawaU 
shall be in substance, if not In form. Occi- 
dental or Oriental. The native Polynesian 
supplies no more than a, minority of the 
laborers needed by the' country, and will 
aesimllate itself, eutwardly at least, to 
whatever stronger oivilization gains su- 
jremaoy here. The dominant party of 
Sawaii desires to assimilate its social and 
political life with that of tho Occidental na- 
tions. It desires political union with the 
American republic for the promotion of re- 
publican methods. 

The commission aaya tho sugar intereat 
hua not improved tho body politic by rea- 
aon of importation of inferior laborera. Iti 
la auggeatod i'-.'. immii^ration from tho 
United StalfcB i-. very deairable, and it ia 
recommended lh4t an agent bn aont to the 
United Statea U> encourage the lust olafs of 
mmigratlon. There ia a atrong eenliment 
against any moro Aaiatlcs. 

The opening of trade with Paget Sound 
and the Pacifio Northwest is recommended 
by which an exchange of Hawaiian pirodncta 
with those of the Paoific Northwest may be 
made.

They are of 
14,200 tons each aa agalnat the 7,350 toos of 
our own craft of the aame typo. While the 
Columbia and her sister ship carry ono 8- 
Inch, two 6-lnoh and twelve 4-inoh guua in 
their main battery, the Powerful and Ter- 
rible each has an armament of two 9 2 inch 
and 12 6 inch guns. Q?heir secondary bat- 
teries are zhz oonaiderably heavier than 
those of our own ships, while they are de- 
signed to develope 25,000 horie-power and 
a speed of 24 knots when their luimeDsa en- 
gines are poshed to their highest oapKoity. 

The 'Colambta't horse power is about 18,- 
.')00 and her best speed record 22 8 knots. 
I'he Minneapolis has about 2,000 more horse 
power and has attained the extraordinary 
Bpepd of 23 knots and a fraction. Whether 
die l>'gger Eogliah ships wilt prove faster 
c^u only be ascertained by trial. Mere size 
is not alwuya an indication of great speed. 
The swifcncsa of a modern steamship de- 
pends on the perfect adaptation of her bull 
und engines to caeh other. la proportion to 
their tDnnago, the American fiyera possess 
Diuoh greater engine power than the Britlah 
giants, and only a practic:vl test can deter- 
mine which are the moat speody veaaels. 



THE LIBBRAL DEFEAT. 

The orisia in Great Britain has ooms 
Booner thita was anticipated, It h^s been 
for a long time aeen that the Government 
was doomed, but it was expected to drag 
out a sickly and feeble existence some 
weeks, or perhaps months, longer. Its ma- 
jority had dwindled to euoh an extent that 
ii was never sure of being auatalned in the 
H )use of Commons, and its moral strength 
in the country seems to have diminished in 
even a greater proportion than its nnmerlol 
strength in the legislature. The bye-elec- 
tions have gone against the Liberals almoat 
continuoualy for some time. Where they 
have not lost a seat their man haa bean re. 
turned by an ominously dlminiahed major- 
ity. Then the divisions amongst tbomsolvea 
hare weakened tbem in the oountry, as well 
as in the House. When It was known that 
they could not count upon a solid Irish con- 
tingent, and when there wore miiny and 
very plain indioationa that the English and 
the Sootoh sapportere of the Government 
were uneasy and disoontented, the opinion 
became general that the defeat of the Gov- 
ernment was only a question of a few daya, 
more or leas. Latterly it came to be be- 
lieved that Mr. Gladstono WEia no longer in 
sympathy with the Government, and that 
belief deprived thorn of the little prestige 
they bad remaining. Mr. GladBto^'^'R 
name has been to the Liberals for some ttii'e 
past a tower of strength ; deprived of hia 
countenance they are very poor indeed. 

It is tliia loaa of morul atrenmn that 
makes the defeat of Friday ao very dis- 
astrous. If the Liberiila felt thomaelvea 
strong in the country they would be apt to 
say that their opponents had obtained on 
the question of the redaction of the war 
secretary's salary a snap verdict, and they 
would refuse to accept the defoat as Gn»i. 
And there would bo aome reason for the con- 
tention. Half the mombera were nob present 
when the vote was taken, and the matter 
voted upon was one of oomparativcly 
small importance. But in Its present de- 
bilitated condition a blow that in other oir- 
oumstances would do it but little harm, 
may, and probably will, prove fatal. 

It ia evidout that the Liberals ua a purty 
are greatly diaboiirtenod and are not in a 
poaition to appeal to the country. Accord 
ing to present appearances their defoat is 
certain. Thoy are aure to bo loaten, and 
the only queation with them at preaont is, 
how badly ! Tlioro will bo a largo niuj>irity 
against them in England, Scotland uppeara 
to be disgusted with Liberal rule, Wales 
will perhaps give them a majority, but they 
can no longer depend upon uarrying eighty 
odd seats In Ireland. It ie admitted that 
there will be a majority against them, and 
as many road the signa of the times that 
majority will bo very Urgo. 1 1 ia hard to 
see how ibo Liberals can make a good fight. 
They will be depressed by tbo uonvlation 
that the oonntry is against them. The quea 
lion ol Home Rule for Ireland is not popular 
in Great Britain, and the question of the 
abolition of the Houso of Lorda dooa not 
Boom to bo u burning ono oven among tho 
Liberala themaelvea. Ibay, therefore, go 
to the country without a ory, without 
prestfge, and, if Mr, Gladstone's atrongth ia 
not more than human, without a loader.

When it shows from the terms of the ord<r 
that the Government is to have no oontrol 
over tbo schools it ostablisbea, it moy ei 
pect roaBonable people to bollove what 
it aesorte, but nut until then. Separate 
aohoola exist in Ontario, but they are regu- 
lated and inspected by Government. 
And if Manitoba established a sys- 
tem similar to that of Ontario lb Is 
certain lb would bo hold, both by the Do- 
minion Government and the Roman Ci'h- 
olioa of the Dominion, to have oomplied 
with tbo terms of the remedial order. The 
Governmcut of Manitoba koows this very 
Tur although it objects to the separate 
Hcboola because those in operation in the Pro- 
vince previoua to 1890 were InefTaotive and 
badly managed, it does not offer to eatab- 
lifh t. system which will be bo rcgu- 
»tod that it will be effective. Why 
has it not done this? Simply because the 
Leader of the Government and his colleagues 
know that the power to regulate and super- 
viao the sohools ia necessarily involved in 
the power to establish them, and that if 
they consented to have a law enacted to 
oatablish separate sohools to be controlled in 
all things secular by tho Government, they 
would be immediately taken at their word. 
This is precisely what the intelligent men 
of the minority want, and the stricter 
the auporvision, and the moro efllcient the 
Bchoola tho better thoy will be ploased. 

Bus it is easy to perceive that the Times 
wants 10 see the aobool difBeulty intensified. 
It is evidently too shallow to sea that the 
Opposition are, as regards this question, in 
prcciaely the same position as tbo Govern 
ment. The crisis that would cause the 
br-iaking up of tho Couaer"ativo party on 
thia (|ueatlon would cfTcctually prevent the 
accession to power of the Liberal party as ib 
is at present organized.

A HOPBLISSS TASK. 

The Japaneao in attempting to reform 
Korea have a big coatraob in band. The 
oonntry has been misgoverned so long that 
society in It ia rotten from top to bottom. 
The chief agenb of political change in the 
country appears to be murder. When a 
public man la for any oauRo obnoxious to tho 
powora thit bo hn ia aocrutly put out of tho 
way aa speedily as passible. Tho Vico Min- 
ister of Justice stood in the way of the am- 
bition of a rtsiog man and he was asaaisin- 
ated. Ae just now reform ia the order of 
the day in Korea an inquiry was made Into 
thoniurder and it appeared thattheTai-Wen- 
Kun, an old and experienced atatoBniao, 
was implicated in tbo bad busineaa. " No- 
body imagined that the motive of the 
crime," writes one well acquainted with 
Korean methods, " lay deeper than tho old 
sbateaman'a dealre to olcar from hia path an 
obstructive and inconveuiontly influential 
ollicial." The inquiries into thia murder 
brought to light a conspiracy to overturn 
the whole Government. The plot was a 
cunning and a oomplicatod one, and the de- 
signs of tho plotters were to be carried out 
by foateriug rebellion. Tho diaoovery led 
to tho fall in diagraco of tho Tai-Won Kud, 
but that ia but a very abort step in tho re- 
forms that must be made before Korea be- 
comes a oonntry fit for oivllizid men to live 
In in peace and security. " The whole of 
officialdom," wo are told, "seems to be 
honeycombed with oorroption and crime." 
The country is in a miserable condition. In 
the provinces which were lately the seat of 
rebellion " tho charred ruins of houeea and 
the corpses of men and women are seen 
everywhere. Sometimes thronghout miles 
of country no living thing remains. Vet, 
aooordiug to Jupaneeo reporta, tho local 
officials ply their trode of moroiloss oppres- 
sion as relentlessly aa 'ever. Nob cnly are 
they indifiTirsQt to the aufldringa of the 
destitute but they make, wholesale arrests of 
Innocent men on charges of compliolty with 
the TongbtkB (the rebolk), the sole object 
being to extort money. In every local prison 
from fifty to seventy of such victims ore 
said to be incarcerated, and in aome dielricbs 
so many of tba Inhabitants are confined that 
the rioe harvested last autumn remains still 
unhulled and lies stored in the galleries. 
Small wonder that mob agitation is begin- 
ning to add another evil feature to the situa- 
tion." 

Tho writer of tho letter of which tho 
above ia an extract says that the dimonsiood 
of the task that Japan has undertaken grow 
more formidable the more oloaely It Is 
studied. It is to be regretted for the sake 
of hnmanity that the Japaneao were nob per- 
mitted to tako complete posciesaion of Korea. 
It is clear that it was theirs by right of 
conq'ieat, and if It worn not for foreign in- 
tervention it wonid have become virtnally 
If not actually part of the Kmpire of Japan 
If the country were under Japanese rule, it 
would no doubt In a abort time bo very 
greatly improved. Tbo Japinoao biwo /d&- 
monatrated thfit they poaaoBa great adm^ia- 
trative ability, and thoy have also shown 
that they know how to ezerclso authority in 
auob a way aa to promote tbo general 'jn'ol 
faro. 




Tho fi.30 trade principloa ol tbo free 
traderci of Capo Colony were not able to 
atand what does not appear to be a very 
aovoro attain. Enterprising Australians, 
nob long ago, began to send meat to Cupe 
Colony. Tho Australian meat was sold in 
the Cape market at a price with which tho 
Cape farmers and graziers declared they 
could not compete. To allay the discontent 
that had arisen the Legislature Imposed a 
duty of two penoo a pound on preserved and 
salted meats. But the Auabralians wore noti 
to be baulked by thia device. They began 
to send frozen meat, on which there was no 
duty, to Cape Colony. On this tho cattle 
raisers and sheep farmers of the Cape set up 
a loud outcry. The cheap Australian mut- 
ton drove Capo mutton out of the market. 
No ono would pay a high price tor 
Cupo mutton when ho could get 
Australian mutton for leas than 
half the money. Would the Government 
see the Cape graziers ruined in order to en- 
rioh those of Australia ? There was no use 
in arguing against what was known to be a 
steru fact. Mutton could not be raised at 
the Cape for tho price at which Auatralians 
were prepared to supply tho Capo market. 
The free trade miniatere and the free trade 
members of the Legislature were obliged to 
succumb to outside preaaure. An Important 
native induatry must not bo sacrificed in 
order that tbo inhabitants of the towns 
might get cheap mutton and other meat. A 
pruhibitivo duty was, with tho conacnt of 
men who wore theoretically free tradora, 
imposed on frozen meats. "Sir Gordon 
Sprigg, who Is theoretically a free trader, 
juBtified tho action of the Cape Government 
on tho ground that tbo farmers of tho colony 
would bo ruined if Australian moat 
wore suHorod to oome in froo, and 
tho revenue would consequently Buffer. 
Mr. Rhodes and other members of tho 
Government appear to have acquiesced 
in thia view, and In the preliminary debate, 
of which alone the full account haa reached 
thia country, only one membor of tho 
Assembly, Mr. Tamplin, waa found to do- 
fond tho theory of free trade and cheap food. 
Mr. Khodes frankly owned himself to be an 
opportunist In this matter, and attributes 
his ability to open the markets of South 
Africa to tbo manufacturea of Great Britain 
largely to tho fact that there are no manu- 
facturing Interests to compete with in Sonth 
Africa." 

It Is evident, therefore, that in South 
Africa, as well ai In Canada, the United 
Statea and the ({reab majority of olvllizad 
nations, abstract theoriaa of free trade, how-

The great event of the festivities will be the 
military demonstration, in which men from 
all H. M. ahipa at present on tho atatiou 
will take part, beaides the headquarter com- 
panies of the B. C. B, 6.

The other attractiona aro too numerous 
to mention, but it may bo etated that no 
lino of aport has boon ovorlookod. Pro- 
grammes will shortly be diatributed, setting 
out all partioulara. Vlaitora uro oxpootod 
from every quarter in largo numbers, while 
thia city'a coutingent will journey ovor upon 
reg' lar and special boats run for the occa- 
aic jy the C. P. N. Co., who bavo made 
tho fares exceedingly low. 

Tho P. N. Company aay there will bo 
no limit to tho number of tickote aoid for 
tho ejtcuralon. They propoao to provide for 
carrying any number of people wishing to 
go, but expect that their two largest ateam- 
ers will meet the requiromonta in tho throe 
trips now arranged for. On the morning of 
Sunday tho .'iUth inab., the Charmer will 
leave ab her uaual time with tho first con- 
tingent of excursionists, and at 0:80 the 
same morning the Islander sails, taking tho 
Artillerymen and their frienda, beaides clti- 
zena generally.

WHO IS RESPONSIBLE? 

To THE Editok : — le it; noc tho duty of 
tho sanitary authoritiea to have complete 
dlainfectiog appliances alwaya ready for 
those who require to make use of them 1 In 
odnversation I learned yesterday that a 
well-known medical practitioner recently 
visited tho sanitary office in company with 
the medical health oflioer, who informed 
him that the bath and all tho appointments 
were at his disposal. A policeman who 
accompanied them swept up the room — 
whioh was in a very disordered cooditlon — 
and also lit the fire, thus enabling tho 
medical man to get the bath of whioh be 
was in need. 

Another day the Doctor went to the 
place, bnt foand that the bathroom \ras an 
he had left it, and neither kindling nor fuel 
were in sight. On explaining to Ohe sanitary 
officer who was on the premises what he re- 
quired, he was informed that he oonld light 
tho fire and get his own hot water, but that 
it was a matter with which the sanitary 
oflioar had nothing to}do. 

Now, Sir, if the sanitary ollicer in whose 
headquartera tho bath ia aituate haa nothing 
to do with providing for tho dlainfuction of 
medical men who have no deairo to carry 
(liBBwee either in thoir porBona or in their 
clothing, who may I aek in roaponalhle — if 
anyone — for providing auoh important sani- 
tary precautions. Thia aubj -ot is one to 
which the city fathers should give onnaider- 
ation.

Better than that of a fa;'ce comedy of the

over the hurdle. There were fourteen en- 
tries and several of the men got away to- 
gether, though a number cama to grief at 
tho first hurdle. In tho end Captain Perry 
came In first, followed by F. vVard. 

R»co No. waa arranged aa follows : 
Start— unsuddlo — at fail of flag saddle up 
open umbrella — mount— ride over hurdle to 
a point — light cigar — rido to lady who will 
thread needle — home over hurdle — olgar to 
bo alight, umbrella opened and needle 
threaded. This was decidedly amusing, 
and it was not unusual to see a oompotitor 
fly through the air and light in some soft 
sptt on the ground, the riderlew horse at 
the same time entering fully Into the spirit 
of the occasion and going the ronnd as fast 
us it could gallop. Several of the gentle- 
men alighted ac the ladies' feet with more 
force than grace. The raoe was won by C 
Ward, his needle having been threaded by 
Miss L. Harvey. 

The next event (was the Victoria cross 
race — start dismounted — laddie up — ride 
over hurdle to point where dummies were 
placed ; dismount, pick up dummy and ride 
home over hurdle with dummy, the firing 
party bsiog stationed 20 yards beyond the 
dummies. 

Q?here were tho uaual number of horaes 
that objected to taking burdlea and refused 
to bring honor to their riders by bringing 
them home with the rescued dummies. 
Lieut. Gordon was the wlnnor and did some 
riding that called for hearty applause. 

The next waa an egg race — start twenty 
yards behind horse (which was held) — 
mount — ride over hurdle to point where the 
eggs were placed ; dismount — pick up egg 
— mount and finish. G. Ward fiolahed first, 
with F. Ward second. 

A somewhat novel arrangement was tho 
tug of-war on horaebaok which came next 
with seven ridera on each side. Aa before a 
number of the horses objected and seemed 
to prefer walkine a tight rope to helping 
their riders win. The grand ttand team 
finally gained the victory. IFhe conditions 
of the bareback hnrdle raoe required the 
conteitanti to mount, lead pony over the 
6rat hurdle, ride over the next, turn post, 
lead over the third and ride over the last. 
G. Ward won and gave a pretty exhibition 
of good horaemanahip at the same time. 

The bending raoe with fifteen posts 
where the competitors had to gallop in and 
out and then back waa won by Lieutenant 
Gordon. 

There may be aomothing funnier than '20 
bluejackets mounted ou horses and ready to 
run a race, but what it is would bo hard to 
say.

Tho final was a tug-of war, the first heat 
being between teams from the Royal Arthur 
and tho Wild ijwaD, which was won easily 
by the latter.

THE "CAPITALS " MEET DEFEAT. 

Nanalmo created aomowhat of a surprise 
by winning the interniodiuto lacrosse match 
from tho Capitals yesterday.
